Over 
the past year, we have conducted more then 200 town hall meetings across the state.  In 
addition, we have held more than 20 de-briefing sessions with local election officials, 
poll workers and voting advocates.  We have gained valuable insight from these 
meetings and we have made changes to improve the administration of elections in this 
state.  We have conducted many elections since November 2006 using the new optical 
scan voting machines, and following each one of those elections, the advice and 
suggestions we have received from both election officials and voters have given us the 
opportunity to improve.  We look forward to that continued work with the legislature as 
well.” 
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
